Norman, Japan-born son of a 
United Church missionary, took 
over the Cairo post in August, 
1956. He is survived by his widow. 

In August, 1951, the U.S. House 
of Representatives un-American 
activities committee first named 
him as a former Communist. The 
Canadian government at that time 
isued a statement completely 
exonerating him and protested to 
the U.S. government over disclos- 
ure of the charges. 

At that time Norman was Can- 
ada's chief representative at the 
United Nations.

A calendar day lasts from 
midnight to midnight. And 
each new calendar day is born 
an the Date Line. From this 
point it travels westward 
around the earth and ends on 
the eastern side of the Date 
Line. Wednesday noon on the 
western side is Tuesday noon 
on the eastern side. Crossing 
from the east,, Tuesday noon 
becomes Wedhesday noon. 
Crossing from the west, Wed- 
nesday noon becomes Tuesday 
noon. 

A traveler around the world 
loses or gains a calendar day 
a bit at a time. In a journey 
across America, he crosses four 
times zones. Travelling west- 
ward he sets his watch back an 
hour with every time zone. 
Travelling eastward, he sets his 
watch forward an hour with 
every time zone. On a trip 
around the globe there aré 24 
such time zones—enough to 
gain or lose an entire day. The 
date of the whole calendar day 
is adjusted as he crosses the 
International Date: Line, on’ or 
near the Prime Meridian: For 
this is where each new calendar 
day begins and ends.

Hammond's 
World Atlas to 
Coffman, age 10, of 
Texas, for his ques- 
is the Mason-Dixon 
Nowadays, nobody disputes 
the boundaries between the 48 
United States. This was not 
always so. In the past, many 
of the state boundaries have 
been argued to and fro. For 100 
years, Pennsylvania and Mary- 
land argued ‘about a strip of 
land 40 miles wide, Both states 
claimed it 
In 1760, the two states agreed 
settle the dispute along a 
certain line to be surveyed. This 
surveying job was very complli- 
cated, indeed. The first group

he of men to try it crept along and 


finally gave up. The job was 
finished in 1767 by two English 
surveyors, Charles Mason and 
Jeremiah Dixon. The line was 
carried 30 miles northwest of 
Maryland when they were 
stopped by Indian raids. 

Until the War Between the 
States, the Mason-Dixon line 
was merely the state liné be- 
tween Pennsylvania and Mary- 
Jand. Then it was extended as 
a division betwéen the opposing 
Northern and Southern States. 
The line now follows the Ohio 
River.and westward along Lati- 
tude 30 degrees. The Mason- 
Dixon line is not usually 
marked on maps. But you can 
trace it. The first part is the 
state line between Pennsylvania 
and Maryland. Here, in some 
places, the old stones of the 
surveyors still stand. West of 
this state line, you can continue 
the Mason-Dixon line parallel 
to and just north of Latitude 30.

Describing herself as an inti- 
mate friend of Emily Carr long 
before and after Mark Tobey 
entered her life, she said Miss 
Carr had a long line of distin- 
guished and well-kndwn art 
teachers who from her earlic ‘t 
years recognized her gifts. 

These included Algernon Tal- 
mage and John Whiteley in Eng- 
land in 1901-02; Harry Gibb, with 
whom she studied in Paris and 
Brittany in 1910 and 1911, and 
men of the Colorossi Studio in 
Paris. 


ACCLAIM IN 1927 

According to Miss Burns, Em- 
ily Carr had never met Mark 
Tobey when Eric Brown, curator 
of the National Gallery in Ot- 
tawa, first asked her in 1927 to 
exhibit 26 of ber pictures. She 
met some of the famous Group 
of.Seven at the gallery, and they 
acclaimed her pictures and 
asked her to exhibit at their own
